aged by Mr J. A. Conroy caught fire 
from a faulty chimney and was burnt 
to the ground. About 2 p.m. the tele- 
phone operator got busy calling every- 
body in town and country telling them 
of the hotel being on fire and calling 
all men to help. There was a ready 
and willing response to the call, and 
men were seen flying from all quar- 
ters, many carrying fire extinguishers, 
and others pails of water. The fire 
started between the upper floor ceil- 
ing and the roof, and smoke was pour- 
ing out from all directions, but no 

flame for some time could be located. 
The men first tried to use the numer- 
ous fire extinguishers, but could not 
make any headway with them and 
had to resort to water. Extra help was 
arriving every minute and a contin- 
uous stream of water was being hand- 
ed up tg those on the roof but the fire 
had got toa good a hold, and it was 
soon seen that it was impossible to 
save the hotel. The helpers then div- 
ided, part making good preparations 
to save jf possible Grier’s store, which 
was only a few feet away, the rest 
worked hard to get out as much of the 
hotel furniture and fittings as possi- 
ble, and they succeeded in getting 
nearly everything out, including the 
billiard table, barber's chair, counters, 
safe, etc. Then both parties devoted 
all their energy on Grier’s, and a tre- 
mendous fight they had to make, wet 
blankets were nailed to the side walls, 
and snow, was thrown on the wall to 
keep it cool and wet. Water was taken 
to the roof in pails, cream cans, etc. 
The fire in the hotel by this time had 
burst through the roof of the building, 
with a tremendous heat and blaze, 
making the work of saving the other 
buildings dangerous, and almost im- 
possible. 

Luckily the wind was in the S.E., 
carrying the fire straight out across 
the road to the railway track. The 
heat, however, caught the hotel furni- 
ture, which had not been taken suffi- 
ciently far away, but at the same time 
it melted a great bank of snow, which 
helped the situation as all but two 
wells had by this time gone dry and 
water Was easily obtained from this 
snow bank. The men on Grier’s roof 
had nailed 2 x 4’s ready to push the 
hotel away when it collapsed, which 
t did just about an hour after the 
first call of fire had been sounded. The 
falling away of the hotel on to the 
clear space just north of it gave the 
fire fighters on Grier's building an- 
other chance, They had by this time 
given up all hopes of saving Grier’s, 
as it was now on fire, and were busy 
saving what stock and furniture they 
could. They rallied, however, and 
started on the fire again as soon as 
the hotel collapsed, and after another 
half hour’s hard work the fire on 
Grier’s had been mastered and the 
danger got well under control. It 
still required lots of work and careful 
watching, and most of the big crowd 
stayed with it until after 5 pm. A 
watch was set for the night and the 
ground cleared as far as possible to 
reduce any chance of a fresh out- 
break. 

Seldom has Penhold seen so many 
people, everybody for miles round was 
there and everybody was working 
hard. It is hard to mention names, 
as everybody did such good work, but 
those who stuck to Grier’s roof during 
the heat of the fire have to be speci- 
ally mentioned. Ronald Pye, Alf. 
Speakman, George Johnson, Archie 
Walker, and Lench, Millar, Miles, and 
Noble were giants at their work, and 
80 was everybody else. The Stewarts 
with manyewilling helpers had to work 
hard to save the north end of the town. 

If it had not been that the wind was 
in the right direction, the quick tele- 
phone calls, and the ready and untir- 
ing work of the men, assisted by the 
women and elder children, there 
would have been no Penhold today. 


LANDS OFFICE CLOSING 


Mayor Smith has received the fol- 
lowing wire from Hon. Arthur Meighen 
re the representations of the Board of 
Trade meeting on the close of the 
Dominion Lands Office at Red Deer: 


“Ottawa, March 6, 1918. 
“Decision respecting closing of 
various land offices was reached 
after fullest enquiry, inspection. re- 
port and consideration. We had all 
data before us as to utility and ex- 
pense. No reasons in new material 
have been advanced that would 
justify reconsideration.” 


Commissioner Stephenson has_ re- 
ceived replies as to action taken in 
other Western Canada points from 
which it appears that protests were 
sent to Ottawa by all the places affect- 
ed without avail. Medicine Hat sent 
down a delegation to Ottawa on Tues- 
day, and they have not been heard 
ffom. 


The staff at Red Deer have received 
two months’ salary in lieu of notice. 
The office here was closed on Tuesday.

BUT FOR THIS, WAR WOULD 
HAVE BEEN OVER YEAR AGO, 
ASSERTS CHANCELLOR OF 
EXCHEQUER. 


London, March 8.—In his address to 


the house of commons yesterday An- 


drew Bonar Law, the chancellor of the 
exchequer, speaking of the military 
situation said that the dropping out 
of Russia deeply affected every thea- 
tre of war except that in the German 
colonies, out of which the Germans 
had been driven. The only remaining 
force in the fleld was one of 2,000, 
of which only 200 were Germans, now 
wandering in Portuguese East Africa. 

Roumania, through the failure of 
Russia, the chancellor pointed out, 
had been put into a position little less 
than tragic. At present, he said, 
peace negotiations were proceeding 
between Roumania and the central 
powers and it would not be right to 
go further than to reiterate the sym- 
pathy felt for the Roumanian people 
and the regret that conditions abso- 
lutely beyond allied control rendered 
it impossible to go to her assistance. 
Referring to Mesopotamia and Pales- 
tine, the Chancellor said he doubted 
whether it ever had been possible to 
carry out decisive operations by means 
of troops transferred by sea. 

TRAINED TROOPS NEEDED. 

“When we had sufficient tonnage 
to move troops by sea,” the chancellor 
continued, “we did not have a suffi- 
cient number of trained troops to 
move, and now the tonnage position 
has made it impossible to move very 
large forces in that way.” 

These operations, however, Mr. 
Bonar Law said, had resulted in a de- 
gree of success of which the country 
could feel proud, and of which the 
capture of Jerusalem was the culmin- 
ation. That event was not the end, he 
said, but he could not say what the 
plans were for the future. 

In his remarks about the Saloniki 
sector, the chancellor said it was not 
difficult to justify the Saloniki expedi- 
tion; but for the position the allies 
were now holding, Constantine would 
still be on the throne of Greece, and 


the whole country overrun by the }?: 


Germans, who have been able to con- 
trol the Balkans from all sides. This 
would have been a great accession 
of strength, he pointed out, while the 
Greek harbours would also have been 
at the disposal of enemy submarines 
and it would have been almost impos- 
sible to keep up communications with 
the east. 


TERRIBLE BLOW TO ALLIES. 


Turning to the west, Mr. Bonar 
Law said it might have been expected 
that but for the Russian collapse the 
war would have been over a year ago 
in favour of the Allies, but he asked 
that it be looked at for & moment from 
the German point of view. When 
war broke out, he continued, Russia 
was militarily the strongest enemy 
Germany had to face, but, despite this, 
Germany was not a step nearer the 
victory for which she was looking. 

As to Russia herself, the chancellor 
thought that from every point of view 
there was justification in thinking 
that Germany would not be able to 
exploit her. The way Germany was 
treating her, he continued, could not 
fail to create a tense feeling of hostil- 
ity throughout the Russian empire, 
while the victory of the central powers 
would mean the absolute loss of any 
hope of a free Russia.

LIVE STOCK BUL BULLETIN 


Cattle—The spesinta: of good killing 
cattle for this week were light. We 
again topped the market with some 
nice cattle, a number of steers shipped 
by the Carstairs Cooperative Associ- 
ation brought $12.25, and a few head 
from the Crossfield Co-operative Ass- 
ociation were sold at the same price, 
the highest price ever paid in Calgary 
for fat cattle, one heavy steer in the 
shipment weighed 1820 lbs, and netted 
the shipper $220.60. Medium to 
choice steers brought $10.50 to $11.50 
and common to medium steers $9.50 
to $10.50. We sold a number of choice 
heifer cows at 10c with other sales at 
$9.50 to $9.60 and $9.75. Medium 
cows brought $8.75 to $9.25 and com- 
mon $7.50 to $8.50 with Canners and 
cutters at 4c to 7c. Bulls sold readily 
at $8.50 for tops, good to medium $7.00 
to $8.00 and common $5.50 to $6.50. No 
oxen were offered but fat stuff would 
sell readily at around $8.50 to $9.50 
for the best. The trade in good stock- 
er steers is brisk, and the best would 
bring $8.75 to $9.50 with common 
stuff at a dollar lower. A considerable 
number of good stock cows changed 
hands at from $65.00 to $70.00, but the 
poorer classes are not wanted. Year- 
ling heifers are quoted at $60.00 to 
$65.00 and calves at $40.00 to $45.00 
but the demand for these is not very 
strong. Top price on cattle a year 
ago, $9.00. 

Hogs.—In view of the advanced 
prices in Winnipeg and other markets 
the hog trade here was somewhat 
draggy. Wednesday's hogs sold at 
$19.25, Thursday's hogs were held 
over, and Friday's hogs also made 
$19.25, although at the time of going 
to press we hear a few hogs sold later 
at a slight advance. Top price on hogs 
a year ago, $15.00. 

Sheep.—No fat sheep were on sale. 
We quote fat lambs $16.00 to $16.50, 
fat wethers $15.00 to $16.00, and fat 
ewes $13.00 to $15.00.

SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTH 
WEST LAND REGULATIONS. 


HE sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, who was 

at the commencement of the present 
war, and has since continued to be, a 
British subject or a subject of an 


allied or neutral country, may home- ; 


stead a quarter section of available 
Dominion land in Manitoba, Saskatch- 
ewan or Alberta. Applicant must ap- 
pear in person at Dominion Lands 
Agency or sub-Agency for District. 
Entry by proxy may be made on cer- 
tain conditions. Duties—Six months 
residence upon and cultivation of land 
in each of three years. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
may secure an adjoining quarter sec- 
tion as pre-emption. Price $3.00 per 
acre. Duties—Reside six months in 
each of three years after earning 
homestead patent and cultivate 50 
acres extra. May obtain pre-emption 
patent as soon as homestead patent on 
certain conditions. 

A settler after obtaining his home- 
stead patent, if he cannot secure a 
pre-emption, may take a _ purchased 
homestead in eertain districts. Price 
$3.60 per acre. Must reside six months 
in each of three years, cultivate 50 
acres, and erect a house worth $300.00. 

Holders of entries may count time 
of employment as farm laborers in 
Canada during 1917, as residence )- 
ties under certain conditions. 

When Dominion Lands are advert- 
ised or posted for entry, returned 
soldiers who have served overseas 
and have been honorably discharged 
receive one day priority in applying 
for entry at local Agent's Office (but 
not sub-Agency). Discharge papers 
Taust be presented to Agent.

THE FRONT 


Geo. Maben writes to his mother con- 
cerning himself, and Wm. and Gordon 
Mellwraith, all of North Red Deer, as 
follows: 

January 24th, 1918. France. 

I am in the best of health and get- 
ting along fine. We are in our billets 
at present, so that is not so bad, but it 
is awful muddy. I have never seen so 
much mud in all my life. This is worse 
than the Peace River trail, so you will 
have an idea of what it is like and it 
has been raining something fierce for 
the last two weeks. I often wonder 
how we lived through it. If we were in 
civil life, I am sure that it would kill 
us. Still the boys are all in good 
health and getting along as good as 
can be expected. Well, mother, I have 
good news for you this time, I was 
over and saw Bill last night and we 
had a fine time together. It is a long 
time since I last saw him and he has 
not altered much. He is just the same 
old boy. My, but I was glad to see 
him. It was quite a surprise meeting: 
I was walking along a street in one of 
the towns and I heard his voice. It was 
so dark that I could not see him, but I 
knew his voice as soon as I heard it, 
and I shouted: “Hello, Bill,” and he 
answered me right away. It is very 
funny, but we have been in France and 
in the same division for so long and 
this was our first meeting. We have 
been in the trenches together at the 
same time, but we were always about 
a quarter to half a mile from each 
other, so I could not get to him thus, 
but comparing dates and places I find 
that he has been as close as twenty 
yards from me. But then he did not 
know that I was about, and it was so 
dark that he could not see me, I am 
going to see him next Sunday if I can 
get away. He is about three miles 
from us. 

Well, mother, I found out about Gor- 
don, and it is true about the medal. He 
got the D.C.M., but I could not tell you 
what he got it for. I have seen his 
photo in several papers now, but it 
does not say what he was decorated 
for, and I think he will make Canada 
after all. Well, the poor lad deserves 
it. He sure has scen some life out 
here. I guess I would be dead bv this 
time if I had gone through all that he 
has been through. Billy Mac is get- 
ting along fine, but he is not looking as 
good as he ought to. He has been 
worrying alot over Gordon, but he will 
soon get over that now.

TURAL SOCIETY 


The directors of the Horticultural 
Society held their first meeting of the 
season at the City Hall on Monday, 
March 4. There was a fairly full at- 
tendance of the Board, and a very use- 
ful amount of business wasgot through 
in a little over an hour. There were 
present, Mr. Galbraith, presiding, Mr. 
E. Wilton, secretary, Mrs. Bawtin- 
heimer, Mrs. Meeres, Messrs. Hogg, 
Miller, Brown, Gamble, Cole. 

The Society has determined to push 
the cultivation of vacant lots this 
spring, and accordingiy Mr. E. S. Hogg 
and Mr. C. C. Gamble were appointed 
to take the matter up energetically in 
co-operation with Alderman S. V. Day 
and H. G. Stone, who have been de- 
signated by the City Council for this 
work, 

It was decided to hold the annual ex- 
hibition of the Society on Thursday, 
August 22, it not being considered 
feasible to have it at the same time as 
the Red Deer fair, because so many 
garden products have not yet reached 
their full growth in July. A sub-com- 
mittee was elected to revise the prize 
list with a view to offer greater en- 
couragement for the production of 
food vegetables, with rather fewer 
prizes for flowers and the merely or- 
namental. The prizes for lawns and 
grounds will probably also be cut down 
so as to provide a fund for prizes for 
vacant lots cultivation. 

A lecture is being arranged for early 
in April, when it is hoped that the cold 
snaps of a rather severe winter will be 
a thing of the bast, and when one’s 
thoughts will have turned towards pre- 
parations for an energetic garden cam- 
paign. The Society hope to secure Mr. 
McDonald, of Lacombe, an old friend 
and former judge at one of the shows. 
Mr. McDonald is an experienced gar- 
dener who can no doubt give valuable 
pointers to those who wish to do just a 
little better in their gardens this year. 

One member suggested that the pre- 
vention of waste should be a feature 
of the Society's propaganda; pointing 
out that large quantities of cabbage 
leaves and such horticultural by-pro- 
ducts were every year allowed to rot 
instead of being fed to cows, pigs and 
fow's. And now that the whole world 
is facing a food scarcity even this, ap- 
parently trivial, waste should be avoid- 
ed. 

To show that members of the Hor- 
ticultural Society are alert to wider 
issucs than those connected alone with 
potatoes and “posies,"” another Dir- 
ector called attention to a proposal, in 
the “Canadian Magazine of Agricul- 
ture,” that the Flag or German Iris 
(amongst other flowers suggested) 
should be chosen as the Canadian Na- 
tional Emblem. The secretary was 
directed to write a protest against any- 
thing connected, however remote, with 
the Boche being associated with the 
national life of the Dominion. 

Mrs. S. N. Carscalen was added to 
the Executive in place of Mrs. Stent, 
and a complimentary resolution was 
passed respecting Mrs. Stent's service 
to the Society and t othe city.

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The Toronto Globe places the case 
against Sir Josept Flavelle very fairly 
and in full harmony with prevailing 
sentiment in the following article: 

“A paragraph clipped from The 
Calgary Albertan and republished by 
the Globe in the Spirit of the Press, 
brings from Mr. H. H. Fudger the pro- 
test that The Globe, after helping to 
create an unfair and unwarranted pre- 
judice against Sir Joseph Filavelle, 
proceeds to foster and spread abroad 
the poisonous prejudice. He ex- 
presses the hope that The Globe will 
cease to contribute to a propaganda 
amounting to persecution which he 
believes every right-thinking citizen 
deplores. 

“If by a strained interpretation of 
The Albertan’s paragraph it can be 
construed as a suggestion that Sir 
Joseph Flavelle in the conduct of his 
business broke the law of the land. 
The Globe desires to disassociate it- 
self from The Albertan’ inference. 
The Globe has never suggested, and 
does not now suggest that in charging 
the British Government and the peo- 
ple of Canada prices for cured meats 
which yielded eighty per cent. on the 
capital invested in the business—after 
paying all overhead charges, includ- 
ing all the pre-arranged rate of inter- 
est on borrowed money temporarily 
invested in the business—Sir Joseph 
Flavelle broke any law of Canada. 

“What he did, and what has griev- 
ously disappointed many citizens who 
were not hostile to Sir Joseph, and had 
not the remotest desire’ to persecute 
him, was to set aside his own most 
laudable dictum. “To hell with pro- 
fits,” addressed to men whose capi- 
tal was invested in war work, and 
permit those engaged in the conduct of 
his own business to secure a rate of 
profit on an essential food for soldiers 
far beyond that dreamt of by most of 
the men to whom the. dictum 
was addressed. It was not the 
Press that created the prejudice 
against Sir Joseph Flavelle. He was 
himself the creator of that prejudice. 

“Mr. Fudger states that no man, 
so far as anyone may judge, admin- 
isters the income derived from his 
business more liberally in the public 
interest for patriotic, philantropic, 
and benevolent objects than Sir Jos- 
eph Flavelle. That is doubtless true, 
but, after all, it has nothing to do with 
the case. The question is not as to 
what Sir Joseph Flavelle does with 
his income, but as to the conditions 
under which he makes it. The touch- 
stone is that of the general applicabil- 
ity of Sir Joseph's ideas regarding 
profits. If all contractors providing 
foodstuffs or war material for the 
Allied Governments had charged pro- 
fits amounting to eight; per cent. per 
annum on the captial invested in their 
business—apart from temporary bor- 
rowings on capital account—the war 
would have ended long ago with a 
German victory due to the bankruptcy 
of the Allies. The already tremendous 
war debts of the allied nations would 
be impossibly great, and a few thous- 
and war contractors would’ hold in 
their hands billions of dollars’ worth 
of the people's promises to pay. 

‘The limitation of war profits to 
reasonable proportions is as essential 
as the raising of armies to carry on 
the struggle. It is not persecution 
when the Press aids in exposing cases 
of profiteering, and insists that pro- 
fits shall be lim‘ted. The soundness 
of the criticism directed against Sir 
Joseph Flavelle for his failure volun- 
tarily to reduce his profits by selling 
his products more cheaply is shown by 
the action of, the Government in as- 
suming control of the packing-houses, 
and limiting their profits to eleven 
per cent a year on the capital invest- 
ed in the business. Public opinion en- 
dorsed that action unhesitatingly. For 


NOT A PARTY, BUT A MOVEMENT. 


The News is in favor of a Union 
Government in Alberta just as much 
as we are in favor of a Union Govern- 
ment at Ottawa.

{LONDON AGAIN BOMBED|6 


BRITISH CITY BY SURPRISE 
—AURORA AIDED. 


London, March 8.—Eleven persons 
were killed and forty-six others were 
injured in last night's raid upon Lon- 
don, according to the latest police re- 
ports, says an official statement today. 
It is feared that an additional six 
bodies are in the ruins of houses 
wrecked. 

The text of the official report reads: 

“The latest police reports state that 
11 were killed and 46 injured in last 
night’s airplane raid. It is feared that 
in addition to the above, six bodies 
are still buried in the wreckage of the 
houses. All of the casualties occurred 
in London.” 

“Last night’s air raid appears to 
have been carried out by seven or 
eight enemy airplanes, of which two 
reached London. The first two raid- 
ers approached the Isle of Thanet at 
about 10.55 p.m., and proceeded up the 
Thames estuary. Both were turned 
back before reaching London. 

“Meanwhile the third raider came 
across the Essex coast at 11.20 p.m. 
and steered west. At 11.45 p.m. it 
was reported over East London. A 
few minutes later it dropped bombs 
on the southwestern and northwestern 


miles.

CHOICE FOR DEPUTY. 
SPEAKER OF HOUS! 


Mormon Farmer of-Cardston Selected 
For Post by Liberals. 


ACTION .A. .REBUFF TO NON- 
PARTIZAN IDEA. 
Frank Walker's Declaration of His 
Intentions is Warmly Welcomed. 


Edmonton, March 5.—By the elec- 
tion of Martin Woolf, well-to-do Mor- 
mon farmer of. Cardston, as deputy 
speaker of the house, government 
members yesterday administered the 
first direct rebuff to the overtures 
which the opposition has been making 
to conduct the present session along 
non-partisan lines. 

Mr Woolf was the nominee of a 


the scant majority of one vote, after 
the members of his party had held a 
number of caucuses. No voice was 
raised against the appointment of Mr. 
Woolf, however, when he was nomin- 
ated in the house by Premier Charles 
Stewart. 

Under the rules of the house, the 
deputy speaker should have been ap- 
pointed immediately after the reading 
of the speech from the throne. The 
opposition members, however, have 
sat back quietly, raising no objection 
to the long fight in the party caucus, 
in the hope that the element of their 
opponents who, like they, are striving 
for the elimination of party fights in 
this session, would at least win in nom- 
inating some members of less partisan 
stripe than Mr. Woolf. Their hopes 
were in vain. 

THE HIDEBOUND WAY 

While the members of the Liberal 
party were within their rights in nom- 
inating Mr. Woolf in a party caucus 
and electing him deputy speaker, if 
the spirit of non-partisanship which 
the opposition has been trying to in- 
ject into the proceedings had been 
met half-way, it is obvious that the 
membership of the entire house would 
have been consulted. Instead, the old 
hidebound partisan system of nomin- 
ating a man in a secret party caucus, 
the result of which all party members 
are pledged to uphold, was again fol- 
lowed. 

Even when it became evident that 
the government members did not in- 
tend to extend the principle of non- 
partisanship in the first opportunity 
where it could have been applied, it 
was hoped that at least some soldier 
member on the government side would 
be given the position, which carries 
an extra emolument of $750 a session. 
Even this hope was doomed to dis- 
appointment. 

Nevertheless, after. talking the sub- 
ject over, the opposition members de- 
cided not to make an issue of the sub- 
ject, but to continue to strive for the 
elimination of the old party spirit in 
the conduct of affairs at this session. 
Such a rebuff, so early in the session, 
however, was discouraging. 

IS ENCOURAGING. 

One encouraging feature of the sit- 
ting yesterday afternoon, nevertheless, 
was the frank declaration of Lieut. 
Frank A. Walker, M.L.A. from Victoria, 
on the government side, and a return- 
ed veteran, that he would not be bound 
by the result of any party caucus in 
the future until he was certain that 
legislation in the interests of the 
soldiers and the country was going to 
be considered on its merits. 

This purifying sentiment greeted by 
applause from the opposition, was 
balanced later by an equally frank 
declaration of old-line partisanship 
from H: B. Atkins, M.L.A. from Dids- 
bury, on the government side. Mr. 
Atkins very emphatically expressed 
his displeasure at the tendencies to- 
ward independence which have been 
indicated in various members on both 
sides. He declared that it reminded 
him of snakes trying to crawl out of 
their party skins into skins of inde- 
pendence, and that the latter were not 
very becoming to them. His remarks 
were loudly applauded by a small ele- 
ment on the government side.

They are fighters still. The spirit 
which made them valiant in battle 
animates them now. Even in hospital 
their courage returns. They hear of 
the others who have passed on, who 
have triumphed over the _ obstacles 
that face them in the darkness, who, 
after a few months training, have al- 
ready returned to their homes, work- 
ers, earning their own living, cheerful, 
useful, normal citizens, making the 
more of every faculty because they are 
deprived of one. : 

The Battalion of the Blind! It is 
not merely an expression. The name 
St. Dunstan’s comes to have a special 
significance like the name of a regi- 
ment. You notice the esprit de corps 
among the men who are there, and 
those who leave to go to their homes 
still belong to St. Dunstan's. 

It is quite a wrong idea to think of 
the blinded soldiers living in a world 
of their own—the very object of the 
training of St. Dunstan’s is to make 
them take their place confidently be- 
side other men and women, peculiar 
only because they cannot see,as others 
lack this or that advantage which their 
neighbours possess. At the same time 
these blinded soldiers do form a com- 
munity—they have been through simi- 
lar experiences, together they have 
begun life over again, learning one 
might almost say to walk, learning tc 
read and write in a new way, learn- 
ing—as clumsily at first as a child—

COL. “JACK” McCRAE AND HIS 

SMMORTAL POEM, “IN FLANDER’S 

FIELDS”—HIS FINE WAR . 
RECORD. 


“My fighting blood is, up. I have 
cabled my father to meet me at Que- 
bec with my uniform and I am golag 
to jump into this thing with all my 


These were the characteristic 
words of the late Lieut.-Col. “Jack” 
McCrae, Canada’s laureate of the war, 


spoken to a friend on board an Atlan- 
tic liner westward bound in August, 
1914, writes W. A. Craick, in the 
Toronto Star weekly. He had been in 
London, engaged in some _ medical 
work when the war broke out. Without 
un instant’s hesitation he cermina‘ed 
his studies, packed his be‘ongivgs and 
started for home, intewt cn doing his 
share in preparing Canzda’s expedi- 
tionary force for overseas service. 

Since his untimely death in France 
the main incidents in the soldier-puet's 
career have been made public. He 
was born in Guelph, Ont, 45 years 
ago; was educatad at the University 
of Toronto, graduating succeasively in 
arts and medicine; later pursued post- 
graduate work in London; served 
through the South African war as a 
lieutenant of artillery, and eventually 
settled in Montreal and took up the 
practice of medicine there. News of 
his death has served to evoke renewed 
appreciations ofhis immortal poem,“In 
Flanders’ Fields,” a composition with- 
out a peer in the literature of the 
Great War. Of his personality, how- 
ever, it would appear that as yet little 
has been written or published, and, 
outside the circle of his intimates, 
the man was largely unknown. 

As a matter of fact, Colonel McCrae 
had about him very few, if any, of the 
earmarks of the poet. He was pre- 
eminently a man of action, a big, hand- 
some, jovial fellow, and a fighter from 
his youth up. Only his extraordinary 
versatility gave a hint that he might 
excel in other lines than’ those in 
which he was commonly known to en- 
gage. 

He was a remarkably well-read man, 
and what he read he retained, for he 
was gifted with a most tenacious 
memory. He was brilliant, not only as 
& conversationalist, but as a student, 
and in his chosen profession he ranked 
high. 

If the author of “In Flanders’ Fields” 
derived his finer qualities from his 
mother, he inherited his virility and 
strength of purpose from his father, 
Lt.-Col. David M. McCrae. It was 
the latter who, at 73 years of age, 
raised a battery of artillery for over- 
seas service, took it to England, and 
would undoubtedly have pressed on to 
the front had not the war office step- 
ped in and prevented an officer of his 
years from going farther. The veter- 
an begged to be allowed to proceed 
to France, if only to help care for the 
horses, but « deaf ear was turned to 
his pleadings. 

The incident throws an interesting 
sidelight on the character of the Mc- 
Craes. 

No apologies are offered for repub- 
lishing the two poems which follow, 
and which alone earned for Lieut.-Col. 
John McCrae a reputation as one of 
the world’s greatest singers. 


In Flanders’ Fields. 


In Flanders’ fields the poppies blow 
between the crosses, row on row, 
That mark our place, and in the 
sky, 
The larks, still bravely singing, 
fly, 
Scarce heard amid the guns below. 


We are the dead; short days ago 

We lived, felt dawn, saw sunset glow, 

Loved and were loved, and now we lie 
In Flanders’ fields. 


Take up our quarrel with the foe! 
To you from failing hands we throw 
The torch; be your to hold it high! 
If you break faith with us wh) cie 
We shall not sleepthough poppies grow 
In Flanders’ fields.

ducts. From March 13th, the price of 
milk will be 9 quarts for one dollar, 
and of cream 8 half pints for one dol- 
lar. Even at these prices milk and 
cream are probably the cheapest foods 
on the market today. A circular is- 
sued at a recent creameries conven- 
tion at Edmonton says:“Milk is a less 
expensive food than most meats and 
vegetables. Crowing children need 
now fat or skin milk daily” and adds 
a comparison of food values as fol- 
lows: Porterhouse steak at 30c per 
Ib. is equal to milk at 20 per quart; 
white fish at 15c per Ib. is equal to 
milk at 27c per quart; ham at 40c per 
tb. is equal to milk at 27c per quart; 
eggs at 50c per doz. is equal to milk 
at 35c per quart.
